Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 and 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Reuter et al. ('325) in view of JP ('063). 

Reuter discloses a clutch (Fig. 6) comprising a clutch discs with caliper/clamping 



means and opposite friction pads (65), ongoing/outgoing members (44, 62), coaxial 
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electric motor means (100), screw/nut actuation means (115), a housing, a stator, and a 
gear drive (111).

Reuter does not show an screw and nut driven by respective motors. It has been 
known, however, it has known to use two motors are used to rotate separately the ball 
screw nut and the spline nut in order to obtain two degrees of freedom in rotation and 
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axial movement. For example, JP discloses a screw/nut actuator having coaxial 
independent motors for the ball and screw. Then, it would have been obvious to a 
person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use a pair of 
motor to dive the actuator of Reuter in view of JP to increase the torque capacity of the 
actuator. 




Concernign claims 1 1 and 12, the prior art disclose the claimed invention except 
for the ball/screw or reciculating ball/screw actuator. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use one of the 
abovementioend actuators since the examiner takes Official Notice of the equivalence 
of the screw type and ball screw for their use in the linear actuator art and the selection 
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of any of these known equivalents to engage a clutch would be within the level of 
ordinary skill in the art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-9 and 13-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Leigh-Mostevens et al. ('428), Dick ('192), Blanding et al. ('887), Kapaan ('192) 
and NL ('200) disclose other screw type actuators.
